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lo An unidentified Bulf^rian student who has been a refURee in Yugoslavia 
since February 1949 * declared on 25 August 1950 that he and his entire 
family eicpect to leave for Trieste within a weelc» They would have 
Yugoslav exit penaitSp and v^ould be part of a expulsion of Bulgarians.** 

2. The aajiie student stated that, on 13 August 1950, refugees in the Zrenjanin 
camp nuriberod 50 Bulgarians, 65 Rumanians, and 120 Hungarians « 

3o Another unnamed Bulgarian student declared on 26 August that soc» 48 

Bulgarian students, of which he was one, vjould receive Yugoslav exit permits 
before 10 September 1950. This student claims that he escaped across the 
Yugoslav-Bulgarian border on 19 February 1950, at which time he was 
ii!»iiodiately arrested by the Yuf^oslav Frontier Police. After tv#o months 
in prison, during which ho was subjected to continued Interrogation by 
Yugoslav security officers, he was released and given a scholarship to 
enter the Law Bchool Faculty of Belgrade University. 
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
